"To read these laconic portrait-poems is to remember them....Mrs. 
Smyth has the gift of direct seeing and saying. Her way is sharp, sometimes 
Severe; she seldom relies on the adventitious associations of her subject; she 
never trades on literary glamor. 


"Although the legend is commonly accepted, it is an error to assume 
that youth is, per se, the time for poetry....This volume offers fresh evidence 
to disprove the popular fallacy. It is a pleasant paradox that the youngest 
of American presses should begin its career with a poet who is no longer young.

She experimented with curious meta- 
physical lyrics and longer pieces on pioneer themes; she apostrophized Missouri 
backgrounds and the great central rivers. She received a Poetry Society of 
Anerica Prize in 1936 and the Prize for poetry in 1936 and 1937 at Bread Loaf 
during the Writers' Conference."
